EXECUTIVE  ORDER  PROCLAIMING  AN 
EMERGENCY  TO  EXIST  IN  MONTANA 


WHEREAS,  cold  temperatures,  high  winds  and  drifting  snow 
have  coinbined  to  create  severe  winter  storm  conditions;  and 

WHEREAS,  blizzards  and  drifting  snow  have  caused  road 
closures,  disruption  of  essential  services,  power  outages,  and 
other  serious  problems;  and 

WHEREAS,  heavy  snow  loads  on  roofs  of  public  and  private 
buildings  have  caused  a  serious  safety  threat  to  employees  and 
the  general  public;  and 

WHEREAS,  roofs  have  collapsed  on  several  buildings  causing 
considerable  financial  losses;  and 

WHEREAS,  currently  the  state  is  experiencing  Chinook' winds, 
above  normal  temperatures  and  warm  rains  which  are  posing  a 
potential  flooding  threat;  and 

WHEREAS,  these  severe  winter  storms  and  potential  flooding 
conditions  have  caused  an  imminent  threat  to  life  and  property; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  availability  and  utilization  of  all  necessary 


state  government  services,  equipment  and  supplies  including  the 
Montana  National  Guard  under  this  proclamation  will  further  the 
efforts  to  protect  health  and  safety  and  to  preserve  the  lives 
and  property  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Montana;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  proclamation  of  an  emergency  authorizes  the 
Governor  under  Section  10-3-104(2) (a),  MCA,  to  suspend  Section 
2-18-501,  MCA,  to  allow  reasonable  expenditures  for  food  and 
lodging  for  activated  National  Guard  and  State  Disaster  and 
Emergency  Services  Division  personnel  responding  to  this 
emergency;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  proclamation  of  an  emergency  authorizes  the 
Governor  under  Section  10-3-311,  MCA,  to  expend  funds  from  the 
general  fund  to  meet  contingencies  and  needs  arising  from  these 
conditions . 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  MARC  RACICOT,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me  as  Governor 
under  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana,  Title  10, 
Chapter  3,  MCA,  and  under  other  applicable  statutes,  do  hereby 
declare  that  an  emergency  exists  within  the  State  of  Montana.

WHEREAS,  blizzards  and  drifting  snow  have  caused  road  closures,  disruption 
of  essential  services,  power  outages,  and  other  serious  problems  on  and  around  the 
reservation;  and 

WHEREAS,  these  severe  winter  conditions  have  caused  life  threatening 
situations  and  imminent  threat  to  property,  lack  of  immediate  medical  care  and  food 
shortages;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Blackfeet  Tribal  Business  Council  has  passed  an  Executive 
Committee  Resolution,  No.  EX102-97(A)  declaring  a  emergency  to  exist  on  the 
Blackfeet  Reservation;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Tovwi  of  Browning  has  declared  an  emergency,  Resolution  No. 
436,  to  exist  in  the  Town  of  Browning;  and 

WHEREAS,  Glacier  County  has  declared  an  emergency,  Resolution  96-26,  to 
exist  in  Glacier  County;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  availability  and  utilization  of  all  necessary  state  government 
services,  equipment  and  supplies  including  the  Montana  National  Guard  under  this 
proclamation  will  further  the  efforts  to  protect  health  and  safety  and  to  preserve  the 
lives,  property  and  resources  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Montana;  and 
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WHEREAS,  a  proclamation  of  an  emergency  authorizes  the  Governor  under

WHEREAS,  a  proclamation  of  an  emergency  authorizes  the  Governor  under 
Section  10-3-31 1,  MCA,  to  expend  funds  from  the  general  fund  to  meet  contingencies 
and  needs  arising  from  these  conditions.

WHEREAS/  the  Human  Iirjnunodef iciency  Virus  (HIV)  ,  the  virus 
that  causes  Acquired  Immunodeficiency  Syndrome  (AIDS) ,  claims  a 
life  in  the  United  States  every  fifteen  minutes,  is  the  leading 
cause  of  death  for  men  between  the  ages  25-44  and  the  fourth 
leading  cause  of  death  for  women  between  the  ages  of  25-44;   and 

WHEREAS,  Montana  State  Government  has  a  significant 
interest  in  protecting  the  public  health;   and 

WHEREAS,  Montana  has  both  the  opportunity  and  the 
obligation  to  provide  a  constructive  response  to  this  HIV 
epidemic;   and 

WHEREAS,  such  a  response  necessarily  requires  the 
commitment  and  resources  of  all  levels  of  government  coupled 
with  a  firm  partnership  with  the  private  sector  in  order  to 
effectively  stem  the  spread  of  this  disease;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  1994  "Report  to  the  Governor:  Montana 
Responds  to  HIV/AIDS"  and  previous  AIDS  advisory  councils  have 
recommended  the  multiplicity  of  issues  that  transcend  the 
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singular  responsibility  of  any  one  state  agency;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  need  for  an  advisory  and  leadership  mechanism 
is  critical  for  an  effective  and  publicly  supported  response  to 
a  very  serious  public  health  issue. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  yj^3.C  RACICOT,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  by  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  Article  VI,  Section  4 
of  the  Montana  Constitution,  and  Section  2-15-201,  MCA,  do 
hereby  continue  the  Governor's  HIV/AIDS  Advisory  Council.

Community  Planning  process  guidance.  These  regional  planning 
groups  shall  submit  recommendations  for  a  comprehensive  Montana 
HIV  prevention  plan  to  the  Council  for  review  &  response. 

The  Council  shall  meet  regularly  at  the  call  of  its  Chair 
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to  seek  information,  discuss  strategies  to  fulfill  its  purpose 
and  act  in  its  discretion  to  carry  out  the  decisions  it  reaches.

The  Department  of  Administration  shall  provide 
administrative  support  to  the  Advisory  Council  necessary  to 
permit  the  Council  to  conduct  quarterly  meetings. 

III.  DUTIES 

The  Advisory  Council  shall  meet  no  less  than  quarterly  to

16  governments  and  private  organizations  concerning  the 

17  observance  of  this  holiday; 

18  3.    work  diligently  to  promote  throughout  the  state 

19  education  and  awareness  of  the  principles  of  nonviolence 

20  and  respect  for  human  rights  for  all; 

21  4.    facilitate  workshops  and  training  in  human  rights  to 

22  be  utilized  by  public  and  private  sectors  and  school 

23  systems; 

24  5.    develop  a  library  of  applicable  data  and  resource 

25  materials. 

26  6.    seek  to  involve  all  sectors,  private  and  public,  in 

27 
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a  conscious  effort  to  recognize,  resolve  and  resist 

racism;   and 

7.    forward  an  annual  report  on  its  activities  to  the 

Governor. 

The  membership  of  the  Advisory  Council  shall  represent 
and  reach  out  to  particular  groups  within  the  community,  such 
as  ethnic  minorities,  elected  officials,  students,  and  groups 
associated  with  various  religions,  education,  business,  labor, 
youth,  peace  and  justice,  and  civil  and  human  rights.  The 
names  and  addresses  of  members  who  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  Governor  are  submitted  by  separate  letter  to  the 
Secretary  of  State. 

The  Council  shall  exist  for  a  period  of  two  years  from 
the  effective  date  of  this  Order.  This  Order  is  effective 
immediately.
